be necessarily gets a clearer view of the reasons why the Pacific Coast and the 
territory tributary to these roads have been leading the United States in material 


nudvancement. 
In contrast with the expenditure last year of $1,485,000 by the Union Pacific 
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and the Southern Pacific for advertising purposes, the showing made by most of 
the railroads of the South is pitiably small. Against an average expenditure of 
$128 per mile by the Union Pacific, the Southern Railway shows an average of 
only $11 per mile, the Atlantic Coast Line $13, the Seaboard Air Line $16, and 
other leading Southern roads gradually on up from these extremely small figures 
io $19 and S20, and up in one or two cases to $30, the Louisville & Nashville 
having expended $31.43 per mile, though on a portion of its system the Queen & 
Crescent did spend as much as $45 per mile. While the Louisville & Nashville 
expenditure is less than one-fourth as much per mile as the Union Pacific, it is 
yet nearly three times as much as the Atlantic Coast Line and nearly twice as 
much as the Seaboard. 

A striking illustration of what Southern railroads are not doing, as compared 
with what the Harriman roads are doing in the way of advertising, is given in 


the following table:

The two Harriman roads named, aggregating 16,050 miles, expended last year 
$1,485,000 for advertising, while eleven of the main railroads of the central 
South, from Virginia to Mississippi, having an aggregate mileage of 28,237, 
expended only $535,499. If we omit the Louisville & Nashville, which makes a 
much better record than most of the other Southern roads, though even that 
does not expend for advertising one-third as much as it ought to do, the other 
roads named have a total mileage of 23,787 and expended $392,499, In other 
words, with a mileage nearly four times as great as that of the Union Pacific 
these ten Southern roads expended considerably less than one-half as much as the 
Union Pacific expended for advertising purposes. 

In this connection a few facts should be borne in mind. It was but a few 
years ago when the Union Pacific was a bankrupt railroad—bankrupt physically 
and financially, and when much of the country through which it passed was 
undeveloped. It should also be remembered that the Union Pacific and Southern 
l’acitic pass through hundreds of miles of dreary desert which can never be 
developed or populated to any great extent. If this vast desert region should 
he eliminated the amount expended per mile for the good territory tributary to 
these roads would be far in excess of the figures named. 

On the other hand, in the South there is no desert country. There 1s prac- 
tically no land tributary to the 28,000 miles of railroad owned by the eleven 
systems named that is not susceptible to the highest development. There are 
natural resources beyond the power of man to estimate tributary to these lines 
Development has scarcely begun. There are limitless possibilities in soil and in 
the development of all the material resources of this region. Here is a country 
of which earth has no equal, for it possesses a variety of advantages that can 
nowhere else be duplicated. It is worthy, therefore, of the widest possible pub- 
licity. It is worthy of the broadest work that the greatest financial and railroad 
powers of the world can give, for the proper cultivation of this field would bring 
larger returns than have been won for themselves and their country by the Union 
Pacific and Southern Pacific in their matchless work in behalf of the develop- 
ment of their territory. 

Some railroad oflicials operating in the South undertake to say that the 
Southern roads cannot carry on the same comprehensive advertising as the 
Western and Pacific Coast roads, because they own no land for sale or for 
colonization purposes. This is an exceedingly narrow point of view. There is 
scarcely a section in the South which has not its own pre-eminent natural ad- 
vantages worthy to be made known throughout the land. There are more reasons 
why the territory tributary to the Southern Railway, the Atlantic Coast Line, 
the Seaboard and other Southern roads should be broadly and heavily advertised 
for travel and for business than there are why California and the Pacific Coast 
senerally should be advertised by the Union Pacific and the Southern Pacific. 
The opportunities are equally as great. The reasons demanding this advertising 
ure greater. One of these reasons is that the South needs this kind of advertising 
far more than the Pacific Coast. Moreover, it needs that the railroads shall 
show to the world their faith in the South. It is the faith of the creative spirits 


and the broad-minded men connected with the Pacific Coast roads that has given 


faith to the world in that section. Now the Pacific Coast Is getting the benefit | 


of the accumulated work of years of faith as shown in advertising. The Sout); 
needs that its railroads shall wake up to do their part. Thus far they hay 
done very little as compared with the opportunity. Until the owners, the men 
who control the securities of Southern roads, come to an appreciation of the 
situation, not much more can be expected than is now being done, and that js 
pitiably little. The officials of Southern railroads are necessarily handicapped, 
because the security holders are constantly demanding the smallest possible 
expenditures and the largest possible income. That is a false basis on which to 
operate at present, 

The policy which is illustrated in the action of the Union Pacific in its great 
advertising Campaign, carried on year after year, is typical of the policy shown 
in its recent decision to spend $75,000,000 for the double-tracking of this road 
Faith begets faith. Works beget works. If the owners of Southern railroads 

| having more at stake than any other people, show limited faith and narrow vis 
in the development of their roads and in expenditures for attracting attenti 
to that country, the effect necessarily minimizes the initiative and the liberal 
of other Southern organizations and Southern business men in advertising 1 
| South and in seeking its development. We have said that the owners of South: 
roads, the financial powers centered in New York, are largely responsible for this 
situation, because they have not given to the officials of Southern roads a free 
hand in expenditures of this kind. They have not had the broad vision of 
Harriman with his ability to stimulate the officials of his road to do the gr 


broad things that have been done. And yet there are some railroad officials 


| in the South who themselves have no conception of the opportunities tributsa: 


to their lines, or of the work that ought to be done. Some time ago one of t! 


leading officials of a 4000-mile Southern road said that his people were not ini 


} ested in attracting the attention of the manufacturers of the country to the 


territory, because there were no particular manufacturing advantages along his 
system. And he said this seemingly in all good faith, though there are a hundr: 
cities along his road that could be made great industrial centers, and some of 
them are already active, pushing, manufacturing points. 

A broader vision is needed on the part of the security holders of Southe: 
roads, as well as on the part of many of the railroad officials of the South. It 
the owners of Southern railroads, many of whom do not seem to have a full coi 
prehension of the opportunity and needs of the times, could be so aroused that 
their vision would broaden, we might then see some such policy adopted in this 
section as has prevailed in the Harriman System. The results, both to tly 
roads and to the country, would be the same as those that have been enjoyed by 
the Harriman roads and the territory through which they operate. The amazing 
prosperity of the Ilarriman roads has been due not so much to the inherent adva 
tages of the country through which they operate, as to the broad-minded work aiid 
the liberal expenditure, the faith with works, of such men as Harriman. Tl 
South offers opportunities far greater than the country tributary to the Har 


in the 


man roads. The success of that system could be more than duplicated 
South under the same character of railroad development work by the financia! 
powers that control these lines, If Morgan & Co., dominating as they do thy 
Southern Railway, should say to its officials that regardless of immediate finan 
cial needs that road should duplicate the expenditure of the Union Pacifie fo 
the next five years and put over $800,000 a year into advertising, the result would 
be beyond calculation. Certainly no one familiar with the two regions would 
for a moment deny the fact that the wonderful territory from Washington to the 
Mississippi tributary to the Southern Railway in natural resources of soil, ¢1 

mate, mineral and agricultural potentialities is greater than the territory tribu 
tary to the Union Pacific. If Henry Walters, who controls the Atlantic Coast 
Line and the Louisville & Nashville, and the owners of the Seaboard, Chesapeake 
& Ohio and the Norfolk & Western, would wake up to their opportunity and begi! 
a campaign rivaling that of the Pacific Coast roads, then would they help to mak 

the South come into its own. 

Southern railroad officials, as a whole, cannot make this move, so essent 
to the best development of the South and to the railroads of that section, unless 
these financial powers that control them back them up. As a matter of fact, the 
owners of Southern roads, or the dominant powers in Southern roads, do 
seem ever to have comprehended the possibilities of the South, and their nis 
gardly expenditures for advertising purposes in making known the resources :uvl 
advantages of this section show that they do not yet grasp the opportunity and 
their responsibility. When Mr. Harriman bought the Central of Georgia he si 
to the people of Georgia that under certain legislative conditions he would under 
take to show them what a real railroad is. Harriman died all too early for th 
yood of the South, for if he had made of the Central of Georgia a real railroa 
such as he made of the Union Pacific, and utilized the opportunity to set tly 
pace for railroad development on the same broad lines that he set it on thi 
Pacific Coast, then he would have given to all other railroad owners a vision © 
the South’s possibilities and of the opportunity for duplicating in this seetir 
what has been done on the Pacific Coast.
